There  is  fomething  fo  amiable  ni  the 
fpirit  of  lib^rtyy  and  fo  friendly  to  llie  ge¬ 
neral  happinel's  of  mankind,  that  no 
good  man  can  ever  be  offcndtHl  at  focing 
it  even  carried  to  exccis.  It  is  imp<)i- 
F.i»le  for  its  full  influence  ever  to  be  felt 
without  meeting  with  thefe  amiable  ex- 
celles  on  many  occafions. — ^May  heaven 
grant  tliat  the  time  be  far  diflant  when 
thefe  lhall  begin  to  fublidc  !  But  while 
v^e  uifli  to  cheriih  the  fpirit  of  freedom, 
it  behoves  i*very  calm  and  difpalbonatc 
perfon  gently  to  moderate  thefe  excelfcs, 
and  to  lead  the  minds  of  his  benevolent 
countrymen  back  again  to  the  path  of 
right  reafon  and  found  fenfe,  the  only 
cfl'ediial  road  to  freedom  and  happinefs 
of  every  fort. 

On  tliefe  principles,  it  is  fit  that  every 
man  Ihoiild  be  informed,that  no  political 
fociety  can  pollibly  exift  without  having 
fuch  a  fiipreme  and  uncontroidahle 
power  verted  in  fomc  members  of  the 
community  ;  for,  as  the  laws  mu  ft  be 
binding  upon  every  member  of  the  com¬ 
munity  at  all  times,  and  as  it  is  impof- 
fihle  for  any  human  wifdom  to  invent  a 
fyftein  of  laws  that  rtiould  be  j)roper  for 
all  orders  of  fociety  on  every  occafion, 
it  becomes  iiecertary  to  appoint  certain 
members  of  the  community  to  have  the 
fuperintendenee  of  thefe  laws,  with  full 
powers  to  cnad  fuch  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  fee  necellary  for  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  ftate,  and  to  'repeal  thofe 
that  by  a  change  of  circumftanccs  may 
ha\e  become  ufelefs  or  peniicious.  Ne¬ 
ver  was  there  in  the  world  a  ftate  (and 
there  never  can  exift  one)  in  which  this 
fnpreme  nncontronlable  legrflative  pow¬ 
er  was  not  lodged  fomerivhere*  Diflerent 
ftates  have  thought  proper  to  veil  this  in 
difterent  orders  of  the  citizens,  and  have 
preferllred  different  rules  for  the  excrcifc 
of  it,  as  heft  fuited  the  views  or  circum- 
ftances  of  the  legiflators,  or  original  inha¬ 
bitants  of  thefe  feveral  Hates ;  but,  with 
whomfoever  this  power  was  intrufted, 
their  decrees  were  abfolutely  binding  on 
every  member  of  the  community,  nor 
had  any  one  the  power  of  refilling  thefe 
decrees,  nohen  legally  madcy  without  be¬ 
ing  guilty  of  trcafoiviigainll  the  ftate. 


■  Our  forefathers  have  thought  proper 
to  intrull  the  cxercife  of  this  Important 
power  jointly  with  the  king,  lords,  and 
commons  in  parliament.  Whether  they 
have  judged  wifely  in  this  refpeA,  is 
perhaps  lei's  necellary  to  be  here  inqui¬ 
red  into,  than  to^  fee  upon  w'hat  condi¬ 
tions  they  are  intrufted  with  this  exten- 
live  power. 

There  can  be  no  dcxtiU  but  that,  as  all 
political  focietie-s  have  lieen  iuftituted 
for  the  good  of  the  community  at  Urge, 
the  aim  of  every  kiud  -of  government 
ought  to  be  to  protect  and  give  fecurity 
to  every  individual  of  the  ilate;  and 
thofe  gov'ernments  that  do  tliis  in  the 
moll  perfect  manner,’  bell  airfwer  the 
purpofe  for  which  thefe  werv  inllituttd. 
I'he  fafety  of  the  tcopli'^y  therefore, 
ought  ill  ail  cafos  to  oc  the  ultknate  aim 
of  every  la^v  whatever.  But  as  it  be¬ 
comes  needfary  in  every  political  fociety 
that  power  fhould  be  intrufted  fomc- 
w'hcre,  and  as  it  is  too  natural  for  thofe 
who  are  intrufted  with  authority  to  with 
to  extend  it  beyond  its  proper  bounds, 
and  to  purfuc  what  may  be  agreeable  to 
themfclves,  although  H  may  be  hurtful  to 
other  members  of  tlie  community,  there 
is  always  danger  that  ihe  juft  rights  of 
the  lower  ranks  of  people  will  be  facri- 
ticed  to  the  defmes  of  thofe  in  a  higher 
fphere,  unlefs  they  arc  at  all  times  pre- 
ferved  by  the  moll  uninterrupted'attcH- 
tion,  as  wdl  as  the  hfigheft  wifdom,  in 
fettling  the  tenns  on  which  they  are  o- 
riginally  intrufted  with  that  authority. 

It  has  been  with  a  view  to  obviate 
fhefe  1111*011  veil iencies,  that  the  original 
legiflators,  or  firft  members  of  every 
vomnuinity,  have  divided  thefe  high  of¬ 
fices  of  trull  among  dittbrent  members 
or  orders  of  the  ftate,  prdcribing  parti¬ 
cular  bounds  to  the  jiirifdiCliou  of  each 
which  they  may  in  nowife  tranfgtefs, 
Tuid  often  limiting  the  time  they  might 
\k'  in  olfice,  eftabli^ring  rules  for  the  e- 
IcClion  of  fucceflbrs,  and  add^tiug  other 
contrivances  for  checking .tfalf^^wer  aiut 
limiting  the  authority  dfo^pdlh,  fo  as  to 
prevent  them  from  oppMlng  the  body 
of  the  pcoj»k.’.  "  ^

It  is  alfo  ob- 
fi  rvablc,  that  the  falmon-filhing  in  the 
weft  of  Scotland  is  decayed,  jince  the 
people  ufed  to  fteep  their  flax  in  the  ri¬ 
vers,  for  want  of  patting  the  laws  againft 
fuch  practices  in  due  execution ;  and 
iikewife  thofe  made  againft  killing  any 
lalmon  during  the  time  of  their  breed¬ 
ing,  from  September  to  Deceinln;!*,  the 
penalties  of  which  are  very  fevere.  The 
'*  other  places  moft  remarkable  for  falmon- 
filhing  in  Scotland,  are  in  the  Dovern  at 
Hanft,  the  rivers  Nefs,  Nairn,  Fmdhorn, 
Lofley,  and  Spey  in  Murray  ;  the  latter 
abou:  ds  wilh  falmon  for  fixty  miles  to- 
gcti*er.  Lochlowmond  in  Lennox,  is 
remarkable  for  falmon  of  an  excellent 
tafte.  Lochow  in  Argyle,  the  like  ;  and 
there  is  a  good  falmon-filhing  in  the  ri¬ 
vers  Louth  and  Spynie  in  Lochaber,  in 
the  bay  of  Cromarty,  near  Dingwall 
cattle,  and  in  the  river  Tw’ced,  and  other 
Idler  rivers  in  the  bordering  counties. 
I'hey  have  marled  or  fpeckled  ialmonin 
Harris,  North-Uift,  and  Benbecula. 

We  come  next  to  their  cod-fifliing,  of 
which,  and  ling,  they  have  great  plen¬ 
ty  on  moft  of  their  coafts,  but  efpecially 
in  the  north,  and  ifles,  where  they  arc 
bought  dried  for  id.  or  2d.  per  piece, 
and  in  the  ifles  cheaper,  and  the  larger 
fort  fold  again  frequently  in  England 
and  elfcwhere,  from  is.  6d.  to  2s.  6d. 
per  piece.  The  Icafon  for  this  fifliing, 
and  in  the  county  of  Fife  alone,  500  vef- 
fels  have  been  employed  annually  in  this 
and  the  hening  fifliing;  and  their  cod 
and  ling  being  cured  with  their  owm 
fait,  ihr-y  commonly  exported  them 
to  Holland,  Hamburgh,  Baltic,  England, 
Fiance,  Spain,  and  Portugal;  but  fince 
the  Dutch  and  Ilamhurghcrs  have  ap¬ 
plied  theirifclveg  to  fifh  cod  and  lii\g  in 
the  Scots  fcas,  and  to  buy  up  w’hat  they. 
<  onld  from  the  Scot?,  as  they  did  like- 
wife  their  fait  to  cure  them,  the  country 
has  loft  much  of  the  benefit  of  that 


ter  than  thofe  of  Newfoundland  ;  and 
wdiat  contributes  much  to  the  cheapnefs 
of  this  and  the  herring  fifliing  in  Scot¬ 
land,  is,  that  they  are  catched  with  few'er 
hands  and  vellcls  of  far  Icfs  cxpcnce 
than  doggers,  which  muft  be  well  man¬ 
ned  and  flrong,  bccaufe  obliged  to  lie 
out  at  fca ;  whereas  the  Scots  catch 
thofe  fifli  in  their  own  creeks,  bays,  and 
harbours,  where  few*  hands  and  open 
veflels  are  for  the  moft  part  fufllcient, 
becaufe  they  are  fcldom  expofed  to  any 
danger  by  ftorm,  being  always  near  the 
fliorc  and  laid  up  at  night. 

The  principal  parts  for  great  cod,  are 
round  the  ifles  of  Shetland  and  Bara- 
■  head.  The  Dutch,  Hamburghers, 
Bremeners,  aad  others,  come  ufually  to 
Brafla's  found  in  Shetland  about  the 
middle  of  May,  to  fifli  for  herring,  cod, 
and  ling.  There  have  been  upwards  of 
two  thoufand  buflies  there  in  a  fummer, 
and  they  generally  go  away  in  Auguft 
or  September.  When  they  arrive  they 
fet  up  fliops  in  feveral  parts  of  tbcifland, 
and  barter  beer,  brandy,  linen,  bread, 
and  other  things  with  the  inhabitants, 
for  fifli  and  frelh  provifions,  and  when 
the  natives  demand  money  for  their 
commodities,  they  readily  pay  it  them  ; 
by  this  means,  Lerwick,  which  alx>ut 
thirty  years  ago  confifted  of  about  three 
families,  is  now'  incrcafed  to  about  three 
hundred,  which  may  ferve  as  a  fj  'dmen 
bow^  much  that  fifliery  and  coiuitry  may 
be  Tmproved,  if  the  inhabita^/pf  Great 
Britain  once  come  to  mai^^t  with 
joint  flocks.  They  have  abuiR^aDce  of 
fiih  on  that  coaft,  called  tti/h  as  big  as 
ling,  which  are  commonly  (old  at  jj  or 
per  hundred  ;  they  are  better  frcih 
than  falted.  The  inhabitants  obferye, 
that  the  farther  north  the  fifh  arc  the 
larger.  Other  remarkable  places  foj 
cod-fifliing  are.  Loch  Carlvey  in  the  ifle 
of  Lewis,  where  the  fiihermcn  arc  fre¬ 
quently  intciruptcd  by  whales;  but  it  ia 
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a  commodious  harbour,  capable  of  ihips  Hie  of  Skye,  a  fpring  tide  commcmly 
of  the  greatcll  burden.  All  the  coafts  leaves  15  or  20  horfe-load  of  oyfters  on 
al>out  the  Hie  of  Lewis  abound  with  the  fands,  and  in  like  manner  thofe  tides 
cod  and  ling  of  a  very  large'  fize,  as  do  throw  up  vaft  quantities  of  muffels  on 
I.och  Tarhet,  Loch  Mady,  and  Loch  that  coaft.

Upon  this,  fending  for  the  other  Englilh 
fadors,  they  agreed  to  difpatch  letters 
diredly  to  Sir  Walter  Align,  the  king’s 
a.’nbalfador  at  Madrid,  who  interceding 
with  the  king  and  council,  obtained  a 
11  rid  warrant  to  the  governor  of  M.ilaga 
to  deliver  his  prifonerinto  the  Englilh 
h  inds.  This  being  received  was  inftant- 
ly  obeyed,  to  their  great  diHiking,  and 
on  Ealler-day,  before  midnight,  Lith- 
gow  was  releafed,  and  carried  on  Ha* 
zier  the  flave’s  back  to  Mr  Butbitch’a 
honfe,  where  he  was  carefully  attended 
till  day-light. 

Mean- while  a  fquadron  of  the  king’s 
flips  luckily  lying  in  the  road.  Sir  Ri¬ 
chard  Halkius  came  early  alhore,  with 
a  ftrong  train,  and  received  him  from 
the  merchants,  whence  he  was  carried 
on  mens  arms,  in  blankets,  to  his  ma- 
jclly’s  Ihip  the  Vanguard.  Three  days 
after  he  was  conveyed  on  board  a  vic.- 
t nailer,  bound  to  England,  by  diredion 
of  the  general,  Sir  Robert  Manfel,  where 
he  was  well  placed  and  recommended 
by  Sir  Richard  Halkins  to  the  mafter  ; 
and  plenty  of  refrcfliments,  viz.  hens, 
wine,  eggs,  tigs,  and  raifins,  oranges 
and  lemons,  fugar  and  bread,  with  200 
reals  in  lilver  and  gold,  fent  him  by  the 
merchants. 

Twelve  days  after  the  Ihip  fet  fail 
from  Malaga,  and  the  fiftieth  day  from 
his  departure,  he  arrived  at  Darford 
(probably  Deptford)  upon  Thames, 
whence,  next  morning,  he  was  carried 
on  a  feather-bed  to  Theobalds’,  and 
brought  to  the  privy  gallery  for  the 
king’s  coming  from  the  park,  ^ing  then 
a  martyred  anatomy,  with  little  hope  of 
recovery  or  life.  There  having  made 
his  complaint  to  his  raajefty,  fuch  was 
his  conlideratioii,  that  twice,  at  his 
charges,  Lithgow  was  fent  to  Bath  for 
twcnl^y-feven  weeks ;  whereby  he  in 
great  incafure  recowed  his  health  and 
ftrength,  though  his  left  arm  and  crulh- 
cd  bones  were  incurable.  Before  this, 
iu  the  firft  week  after  his  arrival,  he  was 
conveyed  from  Theobalds’ (bv  his  ma- 
jefty’s  direftions)  to  Don  Diego  Sur* 
mento  dc  Gundamore,  the  Spanifh  am- 
baOTador,  then  refident  in  Holbom ; 
where  he  undertook,  before  the  mar- 
quiflei  of  Hamilton  and  Buckingham, 
(c^hrming  it  next  day  to  the  king  at 
VUL.  XXXII. 
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Greenwich )>  that  after  a  condign  trial 
had  from  Spain  conderniog  Lithgow’a 
grievances,  he  iliould  have  all  his  mo¬ 
ney,  cloaths,  obfervations,  teftimonialy 
patents,  and  his  majefty’s  feal,  reftored 
to  him,  with  loool.  fterling  from  the  go¬ 
vernor  of  Malaga,  to  maintain  his  lame 
and  racked  body. 

Thefe  promifes  were  made  June  6* 
1621,  and  were  to  be  performed  againlt 
Michael  mas-day  enfuing ;  but  that  day 
c^me,  he  deferrea  it,  and  fo  on  from 
time  to  time  till  Eafter  1  and  that  feafun 
come,  he  turned  poor  Lithgow^’s  Pafcua 
to  prifon  :  for  a  little  before  his  depar¬ 
ture  Lithgow  told  him  flatly^  in  his  face, 
from  the  grief  of  his  foul,  what  he  was, 
and  what  he  went  about,  which  after¬ 
wards  proved  true ;  whereupon,  in  the 
prefencc-chamber,  before  the  emperor’s 
ambalfador,  and  divers  knights  and  gen¬ 
tlemen,  Gundamore  “  ralhly  ventured 
the  credit  of  leager  honour”  againlt 
him :  where  the  ambaflador’s  “  hitula 
(as  our  traveller  quaintly  exprefles  it) 
was  contrabanded  With  a  fill,  and  for 
viiftory  favour  lent  the  Spaniard  autho¬ 
rity;”  the  poor  Scotfmau  being  cont- 
mitted  nine  weeks  to  the  Mariliallea 
prifon,  in  Southwark;  “whence,  (he 
lays)  he  returned  with  more  credit  than 
Gundamore  left  England. with  honefiy ; 
being  both  vanquilhed  and  vi«5tor.”  At 
length  he  wa*  fet  at  liberty  by  fawour  of 
the  privy-council.  Afterwaids,  whert 
king  James,  who  had  been  a  father  to 
him,  died,  he  was  forced  to  prefer  a  bill 
of  grievance  to  the  houle  of  lords  in 
1626,  which  he  daily  followed  feven- 
tcen  weeks ;  and|  his  grievances  being 
heard  and  confidcred,  ^n  order  was 
granted  him  to  lord-keeper  Conventry, 
who  direfted  him  to  bring  the  certin- 
cates  of  Sir  Walter  Alton,  Sir  Robert 
Manfel,  and  Sir  Thomas  Button,  which 
were  accordingly  laid  before  him.

nie  to  have  any  weight.  ^  Cannot  the 
mifunderftandings  which  foWtimes  hap¬ 
pen  in  company  be*  prevented,  without 
having  recourfe  to  tlie  fword  to  decitlc 
their  quarrel  ? — I  may  venture  to  affirm, 
that  a  good  tongue,  and  an  ihoffenfive 
deportment,  will  go  a  much  greater  way’ 
to  fave  a  man  from  infults  than  the 
longeft  fword  in  Spain. 

I  know  that  there  arc  fomc  followers 
of  Hobbs,  who  aflert  that  a  fpirit  of 
duelling  was  originally  implanted  in  the 
nature  of  man,  and  confequcntly  coeval 
with  his  foul — as  if  the  Almighty  Archi- 
te<ft  had  himfelf  formed  his  creatures  at 
war  with  each  other,  and  infufed  into 
their  conftitutions  feeds  of  divifion  which 
no  laws  could  eradicate. 

Thefe  gentlemen,  in  tracing  this  bar¬ 
barous  cuftom  back  to  its  original, 
might  have  gone  a  little  further :  That 
it  has  its  fource  in  pride*  no-body  will 
deny;  and  pride  is  allow^ed  by  all  tO 
have  fprung  from  the  devil  before  the* 
foul  of  man  was  united  to  his  body ; 
why,  then,  if  duelling  fprines  from 
pride,  it  muft  follow  that  a  fpirit  of 
duelling  is  one  of  thofe  difeafes^  infufed' 
by  the  devil  into  the  difpofitions  of  men, 
in  order  to  qualify  them  for  a  ft  ate  to 
which  he  himfclf  is  juftly  condemned  :

cd  for  I  he  fociety  of  thofe  among  whorm  * 
paiiion  and  its  lavage  attendants  can  ne¬ 
ver  once  be  admitted.

S  I  R, 

SOME  months  ago,  I  perufed  with 
adonidiment  a  molt  uncommon 
tr.uff,  in  titled  An  Ejjay  on  Nothing,  It 
contains  Tome  (Irokes  of  humour,  and  a 
loeennefs  of  fatire  that  is  fcUlom  exhibi¬ 
ted  in  profe-compuiitiunt.  If  thefe  hu¬ 
morous  and  fatirical  ftrokes  hadx  been 
c<M»lincd  to  their  proper  objeds,  vice 
and  abfurdity,  1  fhould  have  efteemed 
both  the  work  and  its  autlior,  who  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  talents  without  the  capa¬ 
city  of  directing  them:  but,  inftcad  of 
laihing  the  follies  and  the  vices  of  men, 
he  has  pointed  his  whole  artillery  again(t 
the  dodriiies  of  our  inoft  holy  religion. 
In  an  enlightened  age,  and  in  a  country 
long  famed  for  a  zealous  attachment  to 
Chrifiianity,  I  have  waited  with  an  im¬ 
patient  expedation  to  fee  the  impiety,  oi 
the  author  expofed,  and  the  malignity  of 
his  arguments  deteded.

“  AFTER  uling  my  heA  endearnurs, 
for  upwards  of  three  weeks,  to  prevail 
on  thofe  in  whofe  hands  the  prefent  ru¬ 
ling  powers  arc,  that  the  commanders 
of  his  majeAy’s  fhips  here  might  obtain 
affurances  that  they  might  come  totowu, 
and  luve  a  free  intercourl'e  with  me, 
without  receiving  any  infuits  from,  the 
people  alTembled  in  and  about  town  ;

cers  here,  I  have  the  great  fatisfaetioo  to 
be  able  to  affirm,  from  the  beft  authori¬ 
ty,  that  the  forces  now  here  will  not 
commit  any  hoAilities  again  A  this  pro* 
vince  (although  fully  fufficient  to  rcdoce 
nnJ  overcome  every  op|>ofition  that 
could  he  attempted  to  be  made)}  and* 
that  nothing  is  meant  or  wanted  but  a 
friendly  intercourfe,  and  a  fupply' of 
frelh  provilions.  This  may  be  intircly 
relied  upon.  This  his  majefty’s  officers

tranfmit  them  inviolate  to  ihelatcft 
terity.  And  it  is  recommended  to  Chrif- 
tians  of  all  denominations  to  afl'etnblefor 
public  vvorfhip,  and  abdain  from  fervile 
iabc)ur  on  the  faid  day.

The  continental  eongrefs  have  fent  to 
every  trading  powtr  in  Europe,  letting 
them  know  that  their  ports  W’crC/fre^ 
to  receive  their  commeice  ;  and  that,  if 
Great  Britain  Ihould  refeind  the  obnoxi¬ 
ous  acts,  yet,  though  they  would  lay 
down  their  arms,  they  would  firft  infill 
that  the  free  trade  ihould  continue  fo** 
two  years  from  the  repeal  of  the  lawsf 
which  they  think  opprellivc  and  contra¬ 
ry  to  their  charters. 

By  letters  from  Antigua,  we  arc  li- 
formed,  that  a  number  of  veflcls, 
proyiriop§  for  tbe  proYinc.ials>  bcf# 
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t'onckmned  there  is' lawful  prizes;  and 
that  many  more,  wnth  limilar  cargoes, 
fiad  fuice  been  brought  into  St  John’s 
by  the  king’s  Ihips  of  war. 

Letters  from  Virginia  mention,  that 
ea;>t.  James  Montagu,  in  his  majefty’s 
il.ip  Mercury,  of  ai  guns,  and  capt. 
St]uirc  in  the  Otter,  of  lo,  fell  in  with 
16  fail  of  the  rebel  ihips,  loaded  with  all 
forts  of  provifions ;  and,  though  they 
were  well  armed  and  manned,  yet  made 
a  poor  defence,  and  are  all  taken,  and 
c;wried  into  Norfolk  river.  They  are 
t  itimated  at  40,000!.  and  were  bound 
to  St  Kulfatia  to  barter  for  ammunition. 

Some  difpatches  are  faid  to  have  this 
week  been  received  from  admiral  Young 
at  Antigua,  which  bring  advice,  that  the 
American  commodore,  Hopkins,  is  ta¬ 
ken  by  two  frigates  on  that  llation,  and 
carried  into  that  port.

“  A  very  iharp  adtion  has  happened 
off  the  Half-moon  battery  here,  be¬ 
tween  four  Spanilh  men  of  war  and  fri¬ 
gates,  and  about  twelve  fail  of  the  em¬ 
peror  of  Morocco’s  cruizers,  which  laft- 
cd  about  two  hours,  when  four  of  the 
latter  were  funk,  and  their  crews  periih- 
cil ;  the  others  were  taken  by  the  Spani¬ 
ards  and  can  ied  into  Cadiz. 

“  P.  S.  Admiral  Mann  fent  two  of 
his  fjuadron  to  inform  the  commander 
of  the  Spaniih  fqnadron,  that  it  was 
contrary  to  the  rules  and  articles  of 
war,  to  engage  or  take  any  Ihip  or  vefiel 
whatever  under  a  neutral  garrifon,  and 
to  infift  on  the  Moors  being  rcleafed. 
'I'fic  Spaniard,  however,  w'ould  not  re- 
b  ife  his  prizes  ;  .and  ontheEnglifh  men 
of  war  perfilting  in  their  demands,  tir¬ 
ed  into  them,  when  an  engagement  be¬ 
gan,  and  fevcral  broadfules  were  ex¬ 
changed  ;  but  the  Spaniards  being  fupc- 
rior  in  numbers  and  force,  the  two  ftiips 
belonging  to  the  admiral  w’crc  obliged 
to  ftiecr  ofl',  and  return  into  this  bay.” 

The  Ann  and  Elizabeth,  capt.  Dale  of 
Hull,  was,  on  the  19th  of  April,  loft  at 
Lindt  y-ifland,  on  her  palfage  for  Green¬ 
land.  The  captain  and  four  of  the 
crew,  (laying  too  long  on  board  the  vef- 
fel,  were  drowned. 

Yederday  a  warrant  for  the  order  of 
precedence  of  the  new  created  peers, 
and  a  peerefs,  was  figned  by  the  king  :
